SAIGON (AP) — Continuing 


offensive operations, U.S. and 
South Vietnamese troops inflict 
ed mounting casualties on ene. 
my forces around Saigon and 
below the demilitarized zone 
over the weekend, allied com- 
mands reported Sunday. 


U.S. Marines routed North 


Vietnamese regulars from a 
network of bunker and trenches 
near the allied artillery base at 
Gio Linh below the DMZ, the 
U.S. Command said. 


At the same time, the United 
States added the world's fastest, 
m'ostadvance fighter-bornber tg_. 
itsrwar arsenal. The U.S. Air" 
Force announced six swingwing 
Fill jets had arrived at Ta Khli 
air base in Thailand for single 
combat flights over North Viet- 
nam before starting squadron 
operations. 


The planes fly at speeds of 


1,500 miles an hour and can stay 
aloft on patrol longer than any 
other jets now in operation. 


The U.S. Command in Saigon 


announced that the 50,000.man 
allied offensive to sweep the en. 
emy out of the environs of the 
capital had completed its first 
week with the enemy death toll 
at 659. 


American casualties in the 


seven.day period were 30 men 
killed and 224 wounded. South 
Vietnamese losses were de. 
scribed as light. 


The command said troops of 


the llthArmored Cavalry Regi- 
ment and South Vietnamese 
rangers caught about 400 Viet 
Cong guerrillas in a squeeze in 
the swamps 10 miles northwest 
of Saigon Saturday and after a 
6% .hour battle they counted 135 
enemy bodies scattered over the 
battle scene.

Brit. Budget May Provide 
Next Act in Gold Drama 


LONDON (AP) — With one 


eye on the bankers' conference 
in Washington, Britain's chan- 
cellor of the exchequer Sunday 
finished drawing up the nation's 
annual budget, likely to provide 
the next act in the international 
monetary drama of gold. 


Chancellor Roy Jenkins tells 


the Cabinet and Queen Eliza, 
beth n Monday the secrets of 
the most important budget for 
Britain since World War n. 


When he presents it to Parlia- 


ment Tuesday, overseas holders 
of the world's most widely used 
paper currency after the dollar 
will be watching to see if their 
pounds are safe. 


If they decide their money is 


at risk, the resulting rush out of 
sterling could undo the bankers' 
weekend work in Washington by 
putting the pound and the gov- 


eminent that manages it into 
disrepute. The shock waves 
would again affect the dollar. 


The British budget is more 


than a statement of taxes and 
government spending. It is an 
annual set-plece outlining the 
course, of the economy. 


Jenkins has made it clear hs- 


wiU be "extremely tough" and 
tax enough money out of the av. 
erage man's pocket to prevent 
him from buying goods that 
must be exported. 


But how much is enough? 
The government's target is an 


annual shift of resources from 
home and government consump. 
tion to exports totalling $2.4 bil- 
lion by 1970. 


Government spending has al- 


ready been cut back, although 
not by as much as Britain's 
creditors would like.

The aim is to limit individual 
purchasers to newly mined gold 
which they can buy in the Lon- 
don market at prices to be de.

Simultaneously with disclos- 


ure here of bankers* decisions 
it was announced in London that 
the gold market there—by the 
far the world's largest— will re- 
main closed until April 1. It was 
closed Friday at the request of 
the United States after unprece- 
dentedly heavy buying by indi. 
viduals had threatened to ex. 
haustthe U.S. gold stocks—now 
below $12 billion and less than 
half of their onetime peak. 


Only one major gold-hqlding 


nation, France, is not a member 
of the pool and thus not a parry 
to the new agreement. The 
French gold stock is around $5 
billion and it was not immedi. 
London Gold Market 
Closes Until April 1 


LONDON (AP) — The London 


gold market will be closed until 
April 1, the Bank of England 
said Sunday. 


It was also announced that 


British banks will reopen Mon- 
day following agreement of the 
seven gold pool nations to set up 
a two price system for gold. 


The gold market, along with 


British banks and the stock 
market, have been closed since 
Friday. 


Banks will reopen for foreign 


and domestic transactions. 


Kennedy Tosses Hat in Ring; 
Offer to Help Rival Rejected 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Peace 


candidate Eugene J. McCarthy 
spurned new rival Robert F. 
Kennedy's call for a campaign 
alliance Sunday and said Kenne. 
dy's candidacy can divide Dem- 
ocratic strength. 


The M i n n e s o t a senator 


stopped short of saying Kennedy 
was wrong in plunging into the 
presidential chase. But he did 
say, "I would have advised him 
to act differently 
I don't al- 


together approve 'of what he's 
done In the past three or four 
days." 


Kennedy renewed his offer to 


campaign for McCarthy in Wis. 
consin and trained his criticism 
Sunday on President Johnson's 
Vietnam policies, which he 
called catastrophic. 


The New York senator said he 


would have grave reservations 
about s u p p o r t i n g Johnson 
should the President survive the 
three-way Democratic race and 
win renomination without a 
change in those policies. Howev- 
er, he ruled out a third-party 
movement. 


Kennedy joined the battle for 


the Democratic nomination Sat- 
urday after McCarthy came 
close to defeating Johnson in a 
surprising show of strength in 
the New Hampshire primary 
last week.

•Frenzied Man' Kills Six, 
Wounds Three in Mich. 


IRONWOOD, Mich. (AP) - 


Six persons were shot to death 
and three 
others critically 


wounded by a "frenzied man" 
who roamed this Upper Penin- 
sula community with a high, 
powered rifle before being sub- 
dued by a patron of the local 
tavern. 


The shootings occurred Satur- 


day night within a two-hour 
span at two residences and the 
tavern in nearby Ironwood 
Township. 


Eric Pearson, 56-year.old jan- 


itor at a local ski lodge, was ar. 
rested and charged with the 
slaylngs. - 


Gogebic County Sheriff Ches- 


ter J. Prebish said Pearson had 
been drinking heavily and was 
incoherent when captured at the 
tavern, where one man was 
slain and one woman wounded. 


The tavern was the last stop 


on the rampage. The slayer first 
visited a modern, one-story 
home about a mile from the tav- 
era. There, four persons includ- 
ing a mother and her daughter 
were killed In the living room. 


A 12.year.old girl, trying to 


hide in her bedroom closet, was 
wounded when a bullet was 
fired through a door. A trail of 
blood was left throughout the 
home. 


The killer then went to anoth- 


er home, tilling one man and 
wounding the man's wife. The 
next atop was the tavern. 


"He Just walked in the door 


and started shooting. He didn't 
aayaword," said one customer 
who declined to be Identified aL 
though he said he was related to 
the owner of Hautala's Bar. 


He said another bar patron, 


Jobs. Niemi, picked up a beer 


hit Pearson on the 


head. Pearson crumpled to the 
floor and the sheriffs office was 
called. 


Pearson was charged with 


"being responsible 
for the 


deaths of these people," report- 
ed Gogebic County Prosecutor 
Jerome C. Nadolney. 


Pearson, held at the county 


jail In nearby Bessemer, was 
scheduled to be arraigned on 
the charge in Justice Court 
Monday. 


Sheriff's deputies were inves- 


tigating reports that Pearson 
had been dating one of the slain 
women. 


A widower who stands 6-foot-l 


and weighs about 200 pounds, 
Pearson lived in a cabin on the 
rugged shores of Lake Superior. 
Ironwood is situated on the Wis.

tern Upper Michigan. 


Louis Gheller, who manages 


the ski lodge where Pearson 
was employed, said the husky 
outdoorsman "seemed to be a 
fine person. He showed up to 
work when he was supposed to. 
I never saw him take a drink."

House-approved teacher salary 
bill heads for the Senate this 
week, caught between teacher 
demands for action and a pos- 
sible gubernatorial veto for lack 
of funds. 


The legislation, which would 


cost $52.7 million in the 1968-69 
fiscal year, could be vetoed by 
Gov. Shafer if it remains in its 
present form, a high ranking 
state official said last weekend. 


The official referred to Shaf. 


er?-s State of-the Commonwealth 
speech and budget message, in 
which the governor said: "I 
will veto any appropriation bill 
that would require spending be- 
yond the level of our current 
revenue structure unless it is ac- 
compahied with tax measures 
to pay for it." 


Most'administration sources 


and key lawmakers agree that 
the House salary bill and the in- 
creased subsidies to school dis- 
tricts it mandates — if not this-- 
year, then next — will mean ;

HAREISBURG (AP) — The 


Constitutional Convention's 'tax 
proposal is designed to tighten 
controls over governmental fis. 
cal affairs, narrow present ex. 
emptions, and establish a realis. 
tic debt limit. 


The convention, because of its 


limited mandate, was prohibited 
from tampering with the present 
Constitution's 
so-called uni- 


formity clause, -which the- courts 
have ruled bars the imposition 
of a graduated state income tax. 


Because of its complicated 


nature, the Taxation and State 
Finance Article will appear on 
the ballot as two questions: One 
covering state budget and audit 
procedures, and the second, 
dealing with tax exemptions. 


One of the most controversial 


issues faced by the tax panel, 
was what to do about the exemp- 
tion from local real estate taxes 
now granted to some public uti- 
lity property. 


The utility issue was resolved 


by the adoption at a complicated 
plan that would require the state 
to return to local government 
units a portion of the gross 're- 
c'elpts tax it collects from pri. 
vate utilities. 


Here are the major provisions 


of the taxation and state fin- 
ance proposal: 


Debt Limit — Replace the 


current $1 million ceiling with 
a sliding limit pegged to reve. 
nue income. Borrowing beyond 


the limit would require voter 
approval. 


Under the plan, the state's 


debt ceiling would be determined 
by taking the state's average 
annual tax revenues for the past 
five years and multiplying that 
figure by 1.75. 


An, important part of the pro- 


posalis the provision that auth- 
ority debt, not part of the pre. 
sent Constitution's $1 million 
limit, be made part of the new 
formula. 


The state resortedto the prac- 


tice of authority borrowing, be. 
ginning in 1946, as a means of 
bypassing the unrealistic $1 
million debt limit. 


Fiscal experts say that if the 


formula were in use today, the 
state's debt limit would be $2.37 
billion. The state's current out- 
standing debt, including auth- 
ority borrowing, is $1.21 billion. 


Exemptions — The current 


constitutional exemptions from 
local real estate taxes granted 
to churches, cemeteries, public 
property, charitable institutions, 
and veterans' 
organizations 


would be retained, but narrowed 
by basing exemptions on use 
rather than_x>wnership. 


The qualifying test would be 


whether property is "actually 
and regularly used" for its 
stated purpose. 


The proposal also would pro- 


vide lor. .new exemptions, sub- 


- ject to approval of the Igislature, 
and at the option of local taxing 
units, for the poor, aged, or dis. 
abled. Such exemptions would 
be based on need. 


Redevelopment — L o c a l 


government units would be per- 
mitted to give special exemp. 
tions or concessions to private 
industry to encourage redevelop-

Utilities - The state would be 


required to return to all local 
government units a portion of 
the gross receipts tax it collects 
from private public utilities in 
lieu of local real estate taxes on 
operatingfacilities, suchaspow- 
er plants. 


The total amount of the reim- 


bursement, on a statewide basis, 
would be equal to the amount 
of property taxes local govern, 
ment units could collect if uti. 
lity exemptions were abolished.

friends, his brother Teddy and JFK's close ad. 
viser, Ted Sorenson, both advised him against 
trying to do the unprecedented by denying an in. 
cumbent President the right to run for re-elec- 
tion. Never before has either parry refused to 
let a. President occupying the White House the 
light to run again, as Bobby now proposes to 
do with LBJ. 


However, two factors appear, 


ed to be more persuasive with 
Bobby than Sorenson or brother 
Ted. 
One was the advice of 


younger members of his staff; 
second, the belief that he might 
not get another crack at the 
Presidency. 


If Johnson were defeated by 


the Republicans—and the New 
Hampshire result convinced Bobby that be 
would be—then it would probably be another 
eight, possibly twelve or even sixteen years, be. 
fore a Democrat would have another real chance. 
Bobby didn't want to wait that long. 


In eight to twelve years it would be brother 


Teddy's turn to make a bid for the White House. 


What Bobby and youthful friends apparently 


discounted was the possibility that a battle be. 
tween him, Gene McCarthy, and the President 
would so embitter the Democratic party that 
the only winner would be Richard Nixon. 


If the Kennedy millions, backed by such party 


bosses as California Speaker Jess Unruh, sue. 
ceed in crushing the poorly financed, youth, 
sponsored peace campaign of Sen. Gene Me. 
Carthy, the anti-Kennedy resentment will be. 
come intense. Already ifs bitter on the part 
of the youngsters who marched, rang door bells, 
and licked stamps to put McCarthy across in 
New Hampshire. 


Most of them onetime boosters of Bobby's, 
TOM WICKER 


they now want to know whether family wealth 
and the Kennedy name should come in to snatch 
victory away from the man who proved the road 
to peace in New Hampshire. 


Does Bobby, they ask, feel that wearing the 


Kennedy crown gives him the right to cash In 
on the fruits of victory of another man? 


There are also some political skeletons in the 


Kennedy closet which Johnson supporters may 
rattle when the name^alling starts. One of 
them is the fact that Johnson relied entirely 
on Kennedy Cabinet members in carrying out 
policy in Vietnam. 


It was Dean Rusk, Secretary of State, inherit. 


ed from the Kennedy dynasty; Robert McNamara, 
Secretary of Defense, inherited from Kennedy; 
and advisers McGeorge Bundy and WaltRostow, 
also Kennedy holdovers, who guided and form. 
ulated the Johnson war policy in Vietnam. 


Another skeleton is the fact that it was the late 


President Kennedy who definitely got the United 
States committed in Vietnam in September 1961, 
and who as a Senator had made speeches urging 
that the United States actively fight in Vietnam. 


Prior to September 1961 the United States 


had kept only 1,000 troops in South Vietnam, 
ostensibly as "military advisers." Kennedy, 
stung over his Bay of Pigs fiasco in Cuba and 
his unsuccessful meeting with Premier Khrush. 
chev in Vienna, and wanting to recoup his pres- 
tige, decided to send 18,000 American troops 
into South Vietnam. 


This was the beginning of the worst diplomatic 


and military blunder we have made in this cen. 
tury. We have been getting in deeper ever since. 


These skeletons are sure to be rattled if Bobby

ply has not made sense eco- 
nomically. 


It was in 1965 that the big 


social expenditures of the Great 
Society program were author- 
ized. It was also in that year 
that the escalation of the war in 
Vietnam, including the sending 
of the first combat troops, was 
ordered by the President. 


Actually, it probably was eco* 


nominally possible at that point 
for the nation to have had guns 
and butter the Great Society as 
well as a war against "Asian 
Communism." What was neces. 
sary, however, was that rev. 
enues be increased; the national. 
wealth was on hand if the Ad- 
ministration and Congress were 
willing to tap it. 


Many economists believe the 


Administration 
should have 


moved for a tax increase in 1966, 
as a damper against inflation 
and in order to avoid the strain 
on interest rates and the credit 
market that would be imposed 
by a huge budget deficit. But 
the Administration did not then 
do so, partly 
on economic 


grounds, partly because it was 
an election year, perhaps also 
because it had not at that time 
really admitted the high cost of 
the war. 


It was late 1966 before 
it 


became general public know, 
ledge that the war was then 
costing about $20 billion annual, 
ly or nearly twice what the bud- 
get had estimated. One of the 
factors involved, admitted priv- 
ately by high Administration of. 
ficials, was that they knew Con. 
gress would try to make dras- 
tic cuts in badly needed do. 
mestic social expenditures if 
the full war cost was evident. 


In any case, although Presi- 


dent Johnson said in January, 
1967, that he would ask for a 
tax increase, it was not until 
late summer that he did so. 
Within weeks, it was evident 
that the House Ways and Means 
Committee, led by the redoubt, 
able Wilbur D. Mills of Arkan- 
sas, had no intention even of 
sending 
a tax increase bill 


to the floor unless drastic cuts 
in Federal domestic spending 


were ordered by-the White 
House. 


Mr. Johnson has tried to meet 


this requirement but has not 
been willing to go nearly as far 
as Mr. Mills and his colleagues 
have~ demanded. The reason is 
.plain: Unless he cuts back war 
expenditures, which is virtually 
impossible for Mr. Johnson to 
do without changing his whole 
Southeast Asia policy, the bur. 
den of the reductions will fall 
squarely upon his proudest ac- 
hievement, the Great Society 
program. He has continued to 
try to have guns and butter,and 
Congress has refused to vote 
the taxes that would make that 
possible. 


The huge Federal deficits im. 


pending as a result, which have 
contributed tothe continuing im. 
balance of payments that pours 
more and more dollars into the 
world, and the Executive.Com. 
gressional deadlock overreme. 
dial steps, have been primary 
ingredients in the run on gold 
and the loss of confidence in the 
dollar that now threaten the col. 
lapse of the international m one. 
tary system. 


Thus, another disastrous com. 


sequence now is flowing from 
President Johnson's decision 
towards war in Vietnam. When 
the/ planes first flew north in 
February, 1965, no one calcul. 
ated the immense costs they 
would bring: the fourth blood, 
lest American war, the frus. 
tration of the Great Society, 
the collapse of the Johnson 
consensus, the shattering of 
American political unity. That 
it has endangered the world 
monetary system as well leaves 
no doubt that this catastrophic 
war, to which no end can be 
seen is one of the great mis. 
takes of American history.

The outcome of the 1968 election for President is likely to 


hinge on the single dimension of which candidate can inspire 
the most personal confidence as a national leader. At the mo- 
ment, the confidence quotient explains New York Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller's resurgence as the strongest Republican contender 
against President Johnson next November, as reported Saturday 
in the Harris Survey. 


The main reason why Lyndon Johnson has bounced up and down 


in the public opinion polls has been his inability to arouse any. 
thing like a majority of the public to say that he "inspires con- 
fidence personally'' as Chief Executive. Today, only 31 per 
cent respond affirmatively to Mr. Johnson's style in office, 
despite the fact that a substantially higher 43 per cent give him 
good marks for his job performance. 


For all of President Johnson's troubles on this personal 


level, former Vice President Richard Nixon is also weakest with 
voters on this inspirational dimension. When the latest Harris 
Survey asked voters which man, Nixon or Johnson, inspires 
more personal confidence as the next President, the result ends 
in a flatfooted tie, 37 to 37 per cent. 


By contrast, when Rockefeller and Mr. Johnson are pitted 


against one another on the confidence question, the New York 
governor emerges ahead by 37 to 31 per cent. This result 
closely parallels the latest trial heat standings, in which Rockefel- 
ler leads the President by 41 to 34 per cent, with former Gov. 
George Wallace of Alabama winning 14 per cent. By the same 
token, Nixon In a similar trial heat ends in a 39-toJ9 per cent 
standoff with the President, 12 per cent going to Wallace. 


The parallel between confidence levels and the election itself 


could be the most important key to 1968. 


The sharp contrast between Nixon and Rockefeller in arousing 


confidence in voters is not reflected in their standings on the 
issues. When paired against Mr. Johnson on Vietnam, Nixon 
finishes even up, while Rockefeller, who has not been heard 
from recently on the war, trails behind by a 3^2 margin. 
On the pivotal domestic issue of controlling riots, Nixon does 
about the same as Rockefeller. 


Both Nixon and Rockefeller have individual handicaps which 


weaken them, la addition to his confidence problem, Nixon is 
still viewed by 55 per cent of the voters as a man "who has lost 
too many elections." Another 33 per cent believe mat he "says 
one thing and really means another." In the trial heat polls, 
these doubts hurt him with the pivotal independent voters where 
he trails Mr. Johnson. These problems bother Republicans less 
than other voters, as confirmed by both poll data and the primary 
returns from New Hampshire. 


Rockefeller has managed to come back in the latest Harris 


Survey, despite a substantial setback he received in the recent 
garbage strike in New York, When asked how they feel about the 
governor's stand in that strike, voters feel he was "wrong" 
by 39. to 24 per cent. Better than one In four Republicans fear 
he will divide their party. Th'at is one reason why In the actual 
pairings Rockefeller is able to win the support of no more 
than two4hlrds of the rank and file of his own parry. Finally, 
18 per cent of the voters still believe he was "wrong to divorce 
his wife and remarry." 


Both men evoke substantial praise for their experience, with 


65 per cent singling out Nixon for his record in foreign affairs 
and 71 per cent citing Rockefeller for his overall record as 
governor of New York. Forty per cent admire Nixon for know. 
Ing how "to stand up to Communists." Fifty^rine per cent say 
they like Rockefeller for his "dynamic personality." 


But there Is little In Nixon's public profile which matches 


Rockefeller's positive edge on the confidence issue.

Kennedy is in the race, or what 
this wiU do to McCarthy and 
Johnson, but what will happen 
to ttie issues that brought Ken. 
nedy and McCarthy Into the con. 
flict between now and the nom- 
inating conventions and the elec* 
tion itself. 


If Westmoreland regains the 


initiative and the President can 
show that there really is sub. 
stantial progress toward a res. 
olution of the war by mid^sum. 
mer; if the gold rush is stem, 
med, and a major racial conflict 
is avoided this summer, even 
a combination of Kennedy's and 
McCarthy's strength Is not like. 
ly to deny the renomination of 
the President at Chicago. 


If, however, we continue to 


stumble from one crisis to an. 
other, this could produce such 
a general sense of unease in the 
country and such widespread 
gloom among the delegates that 
there could be a revolt in the 
Democratic convention. This 
could happen, though an incum. 
bent President has not been 
denied 
renomination—if 
he 


wanted it—since 1884; but if it 
does this time, it will probably 
be because of unseen events and 
not because of the actions of 
Senators McCarthy and Ken. 
nedy. 


They can merely dramatize 


our present plight and provide 
an alternate course for the 
Democrats in Chicago. It win 
be a vicious and arduous cam. 
paign, but it will bring out the 
'issues and, though it will be 
hard on the nerves, it need not 
be bad for the country. 


Hard.fought 
crisis politics 


have their uses. The problems 
of the war, the races, and the 
dollar have all been around for 
everybody to see, but it took 
the Tet offensive in Vietnam, 
the riots in 
the cities, the 


closing of the gold markets, 
and the challenge of McCarthy 
and Kennedy to bring them into 
sharp focus for the general 
public. 


The main thing, therefore, is 


not the tactics of the campaign 
but the issues of the campaign. 
Johnson and his policies are, 
and always have been, the cen. 
tral question. Now this will be 
clear for all to choose, and al. 
ready in the crisis we have had 
McCarthy, Kennedy and hope, 
fully Rockefeller come forward 
so that the nation win have a 
wider choice of men and issues. 


Perhaps the first result of 


Kennedy's announcement is to 
assure that the President will 
stay in the race. Maybe there 
was never a chance that he 
would withdraw, though a few - 
of his most intimate friends 
were not so sure. Now he has 
been challenged, and challenged 
by a Kennedy; this is not the 
kind of thing that Lyndon John, 
son is likely to avoid. 


It is not right to say, as some 


of the McCarthy 
supporters 


are saying, that Kennedy adds 
nothing but division to ttie race.

Q. / am a reasonably healthy 45-year-old 
man icith only one obvious problem — why 
am 1 losing the hair on my head while the 
hair in my nostrils and earg is noticeably in- 
creating?

However, a broken heart 
may be something more than a medical myth. 
Two English physicians who recently studied the 
effects of bereavement found an increased mor- 
tality rate among widowers during the period 
immediately following the death of the wife. 
The usual cause of death of the widowers: heart 
disease.

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Capitol Hill Contracts 
Bring Monopoly Charge 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Eight 


at nine major design contracts 
awarded by Congress during a 
Capitol Hill building boom that 
began In 1955 have gone to sev. 
en architects— eventual business 
partners— whose fees to date to- 
tal $5,197,737. 


There is nothing illegal or 


unethical about Congress hiring 
and rehiring the same group of 
architects. But architects who 
have been shut out are sharply 
critical of Congress for giving 
one project after another to 
members of the firm of DeWitt, 
Poor and Shelton. 


"There has been a monopoly 


created on Capitol Hill," said 
Philip Hutchinson Jr., director 
of government affairs for the 
American Institute of Archi. 
tects, which claims 22,000 mem. 
bers among 30,000 licensed ar- 
chitects in the United States. 


"The system up .here is de. 


signed to play favorites," 
Hutchinson said. 


Mario Campioli, assistant ar. 


chitect of the Capitol, and one of 
the men responsible for advis. 
ing Congress on Capitol Hill 
construction, testified before a 
special House subcommittee in 
1966 that the same architects 
were used regularly because 
there were very few others 
trained in the architecture tra- 
ditional on the Hill. 


Campioli—who worked 
for 


two of the seven DeWitt, Poor 
and Shelton partners before re. 
signing to become assistant ar- 
chitectofthe Capitol—testified: 


"There are very few who do 


the old work. The architects we 
have do both (classical and con. 
temporary)." 


"That's hogwash," Hutchin- 


son told the Associated Press. 
"To imply that these are the 
only architects in the country

They went into partnership 


under the name of DeWitt, Poor 
and Shelton after being collec- 
tively awarded a contract in 
1955 for extension of the Capitol. 


Stanford since has died. 
De Witt defended his firm's 


record in Capitol Hill construc- 
tion. 


"We did a good job," he said 


in an interview. "In many in- 
stances you hear about a job 
and you try to get it and some, 
body says, 'Well, so-and-so has 
been doing our work for years 
and we don't see any reason to 
change now.'" 


For example, said DeWitt, 


"We had just finished the east 
front of the Capitol when the La- 
brary of Congress job came up 
and 
everybody 
was 
very 


pleased. .. so we were given an 
opportunity to do the library." 


There is no competitive finan- 


cial bidding for architectural 
contracts, on Capitol Hill or 
elsewhere. Architects tradition, 
ally do not quote price. Instead 
they submit brochures of their 
work, and a selection is made 
on that basis. 


Selection of architects for 


Capitol Hill jobs over the past 13 
years figs been done by six dif- 
f erent committees of the House, 
the Senate, or both. 


When Congress set up the Na- 


tional Planning Commission in 
1952 to oversee the orderly de. 
velopment of Washington, in- 
eluding its architecture, Capitol 
Hill was exempted from the 
commission's jurisdiction, leav. 
ing control of the Hill's 131 
acres in the hands of the Con- 
gress.
